Now that the 'wiſdom from above is thus 


peaceable, there can be no queſtion, when we 


remember that God hath made Men ſociable 
Creatures, and deſign d them for mutual Con- 
verſe and Aſſiſtance; and that Peace is the 
great Cement of Human Society, that which 
renders mutual Converſe deſirable and uſeful ; 
and is indeed abſolntely neceſſary to make it 
tolerable. Add to this that the Love of our 
Fellow Creatures ( which Love is the Great 
Principle and Fountan, of Peace among 
Men) is one Half of that Law, which God 
hath given us bath in Nature, and by his 
watts Word OS ET: 2 
This therefore and the former Character 
are well put together in the Preceꝑt given in 
the Epiſtle to the Hebrewt, Ch. 12. ver. 14. 
Follow peace with all men, and bolineſs, with. 
our which no man ſhall ſee the Lord. 


III. The next Character is, Gentle. It is the 
ſame Word which is elſewhere tranſlated by 
the Word Moderation. Let your moderation 
be known unto all men, Phil. 4. 5, and it is 
well placed after peaceable, moderation being 
the great Preſervative of peace,  _- 
This gentleneſs, or moderation, is, accor;

There muſt indeed be the Exerciſe of Pru- 
Jence in this Caſe, I mean ſo much as is ne- 
ceſſary to preſerve us from the Inſults of unrea- 
ſonable and violent Men, who may attempt to 
deprive usof thoſe Ri gs which we can't give 
up without conſiderable Injury to our ſelves. 
Put wherever the Right we lay claim to is nat 
very conſiderable, and the inſiſting upon it 
tends rather to gratiſie our Humour, or to pleaſe 
our Fancy, there is always place for this Ver- 
rue of gentleneſi and moderation, and the Ex- 
erciſe of it is often abſolutely Ra to the 
preſerving Peace in the World; and conſe- 
quently if the wi ſdam which by from above is 
peaceable, it muſt be gentle alſo. St, Paul hath 
excellently ęxpreſs d this Vertuę, propoſing our 
Lord and Saviour as an eminent Example 
thereof, Ve then that are ſtrong cugbt to bear 
the infirmities of the weak, and not to pleaſe 
or ſclues.

DivmeWiſdom fills Men with Tenderneſs and 
Compaſſion towards others that are miferable 
in any reſpect, whether it be fromtheir bodi- 
Infirmities, or the Diſorder of theic Minds, 
or from any Calamity that befals them from 
without. It diſpoſes them to repreſent and 
concetve of the Caſe of others, as if it were 
their own, to have an inward Feeling of their 
Unhappineſs, and as conſequent upon this to 
do whatever lies in their Power towards their 
Relief and Afliftance ; to feed the Hungry, to 
eloath the Naked, to viſit and admmiſter to 


the Sick and Impriſoned, to comfort the Diſ- 


conſolate, to ſupport the Weak-hearted, to in- 
ſtruct the Ignorant, to admoniſh and reclaim 
Tranſgreſfors. Theſe are the good fruits, 
which are the natural Effects of the mercy here 
mention'd; of which St. James ſays that the 
Wiſe Man is full.
